Major-Geueral Schofield was adopted by the it on 
Saturday last and on Wednesday was approved by the 
President. Immediately after approving the resolu- 
tion, the President sent into the Senate the nomination 
of Major-General Schofield to be Lieutenant-General. 
Both the President and Secretary Lamont earnestly 
favored such legislation as would permit the nomina- 
tion to be made. This was shown in the annual mes- 
sage of the President, and Secretary Lamont allowed 
no occasion to slip that he did not improve it by urging 
the adoption of some measure making this result pos- 
Owing to a severe cold, Lieutenant-General 
Schotield was not at the War Department during the 
week to receive the congratulations of his friends. 
The Journal has always found this officer to be an 
earnest worker for the benefit of the army ; one who 
would do anything for the betterment of the service, 
even if he were detrimentally affected thereby, and it 
tenders its hearty congratulations to Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Schofield that his meritorious aud lifelong work 
has at last been substantially recognized. As a result 
of the promotion of Major-General Schofield to be 
Lieutenant-General, and the consequent additional 
Brigadier-General that will be made thereby, all sorts 
of rumors are in circulation at the War Department as 
to the command the latter officer will be given.

In an article upon the various activities connected with 
the work among the young people of St. George's parish, 
New York, which is given by the rector of the church, 
Kev. Dr. Rainsford, in ““Harper’s Young People” for Janu 
sry 12, we have an illustration of the Drill Corps con 
nected with this church, as they appear marching 
through the streets of New York in uniform. It is an- 
ether evidence of the extent to which the idea of mili- 
tary drill is pervading the country. A most useful pur- 
pose is served when the religious and sober-minded be- 
gin to understand the value of military training in the 
development of character. It is in this way that we shall 
conquer in a measure the prejudice against the army, 
which is the offspring of ignorance. There is a grow- 
ing tendency toward the consolidation of conservative 
sentiment for defence against the rising tide of Anarchy 
and disorder, and thoughtful students of our natural 
tendencies are coming to understand the value of the 
Army and of military training. 


We hasten to relieve the goodly temperance city of 

Castine, Me., of the injurious reflections which have been 
suggested by the statement that it has presented a sil- 
ver punch bowl to its namesake of the Navy. The gift 
is silver, and it is in the form of a bowl, but it is not a 
punch bowl. It is intended to hold “the fruit of the 
vine,” but not in the form of expressed and fermented 
grape juice, and woe be to any bold navigator who shall 
undertake any little deception in connection with it in the 
nature of “Navy sherry.”” ‘The gift of the city of Castine 
to the U. S. S. Castine is, in short, a silver fruit bow]. 
It was presented on the 3lst of December last, with 
ceremonies that marked the first celebration ever held 
at Castine since it was founded, a century ago. ‘The 
Castine, as she steamed into the harbor to receive her 
gift, was saluted with 21 guns, and after this came a 
dripping fire of speeches from prominent citizens of the 
town who visited the vessel. In the banquet which fol- 
lowed at the Pentagoet Hotel, there were no beverages 
more intoxicating than clam chowder and coffee. ‘There 
is a slight suspicion awakened by the “pear sauce,” 
which accompanied the “Christmas fruit pudding,” but 
not enough to transform a silver fruit bow] into,a punch 
bowl. One of the committee making the presentation 
shows, as we regret to report, a degree of knowledge 
concerning the character of punch-bowls which raises 
doubts concerning him personally, though it may not dis- 
credit his emphatic assurance that the bowl is not a 
punch bowl. He says: “it isn’t the right shape for a 
punch bowl, to begin with; it’s too oblong, and then it 
hasn’t the right kind of a bottom. A punch bowl has a 
small bottom and widespreading sides, so that when the 
punch is made you can dish it out. But you never could 
get it all out of this bow! without turning it upside down. 
The naval officers may use it for making punch in, but 
it’s my opinion that they would prefer a vessel more 
adapted for the purpose. For fruit or flowers it will be 
a most appropriate holder.”” We do not wish to be sus- 
pected of a guilty knowledge concerning punch bowls, 
but we remember, on one occasion, at least, seeing a 
bowl, said to contain punch, turned upside down, so as to 
empty its contents into the open mouth of an eager 
recipient. So this part of the above argument is not 
absolutely impregnable. In a speech made on the occa 
sion of presentation, by Selectman Dr. G. A. Wheeler, 
we are told that Castine has furnished the United States 
with several naval officers, at least two of whom at- 
tained some distinction. One, Lieut. Edward Patterson 
Williams, was one of the party that made the night at- 
tack on Fort Sumter in 1861, and who, n command of the 
Oneida, went down with the vesel after she was run 
into by the British steamer Bombay, in the harbor of 
Yokohama, in 1870. The other acting master, John 
Collins, commanding, present with us to-day, who par- 
ticipated in the bombardment of Forts Jackson and 
Phillips, in 1862, receiving therefor the thanks of Con- 
gress, and who afterward took part in the bombardment 
of Vicksburg. We may add that Castine has furnished 
the Army with, at least, one officer, Capt. Frank Kidder 
Upham, retired, now a reside nt of Be orkley, Col. 


One would think, from the way a correspondent of the

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A SERVICE CORPS PROPOSED. 


to the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 







Much has been said, and well said, too, in regurd to 
ay increase Mm the enlisted strength of the Army. Every 
argument used in this connection is sound and more 
than sustained by the condition of things. Anything 
the writer could say in support of the recommendations 
made by persons well qualified to make them would be 
improper indeed, if attempted on the lines that have al- 
rady been followed, but from the standpoint of one 
who has been for nineteen years connected with the 
wer Workings of a military post, it might not be out of 
place te supplement some of the arguments favoring an 
erease Of the enlisted strength with some practical 
suggestions, and those that will be seconded by every 
jneer and enlisted man who has a proper appreciation 
how matters at a military post are conducted, and 
yecessaurily so, to the detriment of thorough military in- 
ktruction of the men making up the regimental organ- 
izations of the Army. : 

fhese suggestions are, briefly, as follows: 
if the Army is to be increased by the addition of 
.4) enlisted men, let this increase be organized into 
, werviee Corps, on somewhat the same lines as that of 
he present hospital corps. This corps would be allotted 
» the different posts in service according to the needs 
{ particular posts. This corps should be non-combat- 
its, except in cases of extreme urgency, and when as- 
med to a post should be‘assembled into a distinct and 
rate organization thereat, under command of some 
yitable officer, preferably the adjutant. No arms or ac- 
outrements should be issued to the men of this corps, 
ud they are expected to take the place of the present 
xtra and special duty men. 

The service corps should be composed of three dif- 
Herent grades of men, namely: Sergeants, Ist Class and 
41 Class privates. The sergeants should receive the 
ame pay as the present non-commissioned staff; the Ist 
jass privates, $23 per month, and the 2d class privates, 
Sper month. The sergeants should be assigned to the 
jiferent posts and should act in the capacity of Ist 
rgeants of the detachments, and at the larger posts 
here should be at least two; the Ist class privates 
hould comprise the mechanics of the detachments, such 
i» carpenters, blacksmiths, painters, wheelwrights, ma- 
wns, printers, etc.; the 2d class privates should com- 






















































vise those men employed as clerks, teamsters and 
laborers, ete, } 
This detachment should be rationed and quartered 






wpiritely from the regimental organizations at a post, 
when it is large enough to warrant such action, and at 
the smaller posts, where the detachment would not num- 
wr more than eight men, it might be rationed with the 
regular mess at the post, but should be quartered sep- 
wrately. They might even be excused from the usual 
roll calls, except when men, from bad behavior, need 
lisciplining. Few men of such a corps would have to 
le sent before courts martial. 

The establishment of this corps would eliminate the 
item of extra duty, and give to the regimental organi- 
mitious, for duty and instruction, all its men, except the 
rwoks, the sick, and some three or four men.on pass or 
furlough, and it would also be one of the greatest ele- 
ments to remove the chief cause for discontentment 
among men of the line of the Army, by removing from 
it the ambition of the men to prefer a detail on extra 
luty rather than’ promotion within the organization, and 
thus keep the line of the Army soldiers, and soldiers 
oly. The old saying that a man cannot serve two 
masters is too often exemplified by the practice in our 
litte Army in detailing men from the line at every 
wost to perform thereat the duties that are hardly mili 
try in any sense of the word. The extra duty man 
won becomes a good carpenter and a poor soldier, or a 
good soldier and a poor carpenter, or not worth much at 
vither place. The severai departments at a post would 
wt better service from this corps than they could pos- 
sibly obtain from men detailed from the lines, who are 
nquired to attend parades, inspections, target practice, 
vwiting up drill (the bug-a-bear of every extra and 
| duty man), which takes them away from most 
uportant work, and makes both the man and the quar- 
wrmaster dissatisfied with himself and the service. 

In the interest of military instruction to the men com 
posing the regimental organizations of the Army, this 
vurps Would prove invaluable, as under this system of 
wing the non-military work of a post done without 
drawing men from their legitimate and important mili 
tury duties, captains would have their entire command 
witinnously under instruction, and to further this end, 
iusterd of apportioning the guard detail among the 
liferent organizations at a post, as is now done, one 
organization could be designated to furnish the entire 
guard for one, two, or three days, or a week at a time. 
Then the captain would have his whole battery con-

tinuously under instruction for a comparatively long 
riod of time, with no deductions to make for extra 


inl special duty men. Thus the great objections raised 
ly many captains that so many of their men are le 
tiled away from the battery for extra and special duty 
that it is quite impossible to keep his whole battery 
thoroughly instructed, would be almost entirely over 
eons 

Take the extra cost of 5,000 men for one year, at 
$13 per month, at $780,000; then deduct the amount 
wid by the quartermaster’s and subsistence for extra 
ity, estimated at $500,000 per year, and we will 
ve $280,000. Add to this the difference between the 
iy of a private of the line at $13 per month and the 
ay of 100 sergeants at $34 and, say, 1,960 Ist class 
rivates, at $23 and 3,940 2d class privates at $18 per 
month, and we have $63,040.

As an old soldier said the 
other day: ‘Il would rather soldier in San Antonio than 
any other place 1 know, but they have a consolidated 
mess, and that settles it.’ ”

CAVALRY REMOUNTED. 


We recently noticed the discussion concerning the re 
mount system of the Cavalry, and presented the views 
of Col. Kent In connection with this subject we quote 
the following remarks from a recent publication by Capt. 
W. H. Carter, 6th Cav., entitled “Horses, Saddles and 
Bridles,” and which has been adopted for the use of 
students at the Infantry and Cavalry School, Fort 
Leavenworth. 

“A thorough and candid examination of the recorded ex- 
perience of the Civil War will canvince any unprejudiced 
individual that the purchase of horses under contract is a 
perfectly logical system. Every attempt to gratify the 
wishes of cavalry officers resulted in increasing the price of 
horses, and the unreasonable requirements of many of the 
inspectors so discouraged horse owners and traders that a 
return to the contract system was deemed necessary. In 
time of peace the manner of purchase is not so important, 
except that a system should be adhered to which will need 
no change in time of war. The present practice has re- 
sulted from authority contained in appropriation bills, and 
should be made a permanent Army regulation. This pro 
vides for the purchase of horses under contract by the 
Quartermaster Department, subject to inspection by a 
veterinary surgeon or other person enpleyed by that de 
partment, as to soundness; then to be submitted to the in 
spection of a cavalry or artillery officer, to determine 
whether or not the animal is suitable and adapted to the 
particular service required of him. For many years sub 
sequent to the War, horses were bought by boards com 
posed of three officers detailed from the regiment to be 
Ssoqnes. A return to this system is not believed to be de 
sirable. It is more satisfactory to detail one officer to in 
spect the horses, for knowing he will be criticised concern 
ing his acceptance of each and every horse which does not 
turn out well, he will be particularly careful. * * * 

“In a conflict of such dimensions as the Civil War, the 
number of animals required could not have been furnished 
by a reasonable number of Government farms. It is not 
necessary to breed a high class of horses for cavalry, but 
to train a large number of officers to the duty of inspecting 
and selecting the best produced on American farms." 


The London United Service “ Gazette” publishes a 
long article upon “ The Military System of America,” 
as described by Lieut.-Col. William Ludlow, U. 8. A.., 
our military attache to the Court of St. James in his 
North American “ Review ” article. 

The Chinese General Nich, who commanded at Kai 
ping emulated the example of the Captain who, being 
a little lame” started first when he ordered his com 
pany to retreat.

Senator Cameron has introduced an amendment to be

The House Committee on Pensions has _ reported 
favorably the bill to pension Mrs. Elizabeth Deshler 
Whiting, widow of the late Lieut. Henry Whiting, U. 
S. N., at the rate of $25 per month. 


It is proposed in England to adopt the system of pay- 
ing pensions quarterly in advance on orders payable 
in pro rata amounts once a week. The beneficial effects 
of this will be that it will put a small amount in the 
hands of the unthrifty every week in the year instead 
of making them rich for only one week in a quarter 
and hard up the remaining twelve weeks.

LEE’S SURRENDER TO GRANT. 

Lee never handed Grant his sword, consequently 
Grant never gave it back. That Lee expected to do 
when he went forward to meet Grant nobody knows. 
The scrupulous care with which he dressed himself, and 
his precaution to put on his sword and sash, indicate 
that he wished to be prepared for any contingency. 

If Grant had demanded a formal surrender and Lee 
had accepted his terms, Lee would have swallowed the 
pill and made the surrender of his sword to Grant. 

After what Lee’s father had written in criticism of 
Cornwallis—though we don’t believe any prompting of 
that sort was necessary—never would Lee have thought 
of delegating such an unpleasant duty to another. 

However, the terms arranged between Grant and Lee 
were that the Confederate officers were to retain their 
sidearms, and all the officers and soldiers the horses 
which were their own property. So there was no 
“sword business” in the surrender. Grant behaved 
very handsomely at Appomattox. Our people will never 
forget this.

CODDLING DESERTERS. 


The American people are a peculiar race, and in noth- 
ing more so than in their curious lapses into sentiment 
over purely practical matters, just you will often find 
the so-called practical man subject to remarkable lapses 
into sentimentalism in matters outside of his special 
practice. The example I have in mind is the question 
of the prevalence of desertion and the numerous de- 
serters. The simple desideratum in regard to the one 
should be how best to prevent a crime so ruinous to the 
Republic’s Army, and as to the other how best to pun- 
ish the criminal. 

To an outsider observing Army legislation and Army 
methods, it would appear that the one effort and de- 
sire of both are to nourish the one and cherish the 
other. Since that ringing article in the Army and Navy 
Journal, entitled “An Army of Deserters,” prevented 
a general amnesty to this worthless class of miscreants, 
a tidy amount of labor has been devoted to this pet of 
the authorities, and I am not sure but the soldier might 
well desire to cherish the deserted if willing to endure 
the disgrace for the sake of the benefits accuring to him 
for the benefit of the wretch. 

Any man who is not a simpleton ought to know that no 
man with any character is going to violate the solemn 
oath of service. None of the petty annoyances or in- 
cidents of the service would cause any man with a 
genuine fibre of manliness, fidelity and truth to break 
such an oath. The civilian puts his perjurers in the 
penitentiary and the deserter violates as solemn an oath. 
Nor does the civilian care whether the perjurer is 
“poor” or “young” or rich or old—he gets the peni- 
tentiary, whatever his condition may be. What has the 
Army been doing for the deserters—its class of moral 
To begin with, he got his practical amnesty 
in the especial statute of limitation—by which we said 
to the deserter: “If you run away and stay away two 
years after your term of service, you are all right.”” Do 
civilians say the same to escaped convicts? Is the one 
essentially different from the other? 

Then the term of service has been reduced to three 
years for the deserter’s benefit, pay has been retained 
and then given back when he did not bite at the 
bait, purchase of discharge (which is right in itself) 
could only be obtained by the soldier for the benefit 
of the deserter element, guard duty and fatigue have 
been reduced for the same reason and they have got 
a long finger in the pension pie; in fact, to judge from 
the reports of the authorities, the outsider would con- 
clude the Army was run for the exclusive benefit of 
these rascals. Now the reduction of the reward to ten 
dollars, and the recent falling-off in the number of those 
absconding, may cause an anxious fear that the Army 
may lose the great benefits brought through these 
scoundrels! 

There are reasons, however, which may indicate such 
a calamity is not imminent. The statistics show last 
year the number of desertions to have been 1,073. If 
such a number was vouchsafed as under the recent 
stringent recruiting rules, and under the disastrous hard 
times, we may be sure a sufficient crop remain for seed- 
lings for prosperous years, a number which had best 
cause our prophets of the War Department not to haz- 
ard too much in the way of prediction. 

If desertion has varied in accordance with any one 
stundard, that standard has been the labor market. 
Will not the coming boom in business also strike this 
flourishing industry? We may save ourselves fear of 
its total extinction! So we may have a chance to go on 
with our “ coddling” the base element, with our “study- 
ing ” the mysterious causes wherefore bad men commit 
crime, we may hold our hand to our lips and beg pardon 
for accidently calling men who commit only “ military ” 
crimes, criminals, we may shrink with horror from mix- 
ing a “deserter with a perjurer, a fellow who steals 
Government arms with a thief, and so go on enjoying 
ourselves with perfect assurance that we will not de- 
prive our successors of food for like cant. It might oc- 
cur to a benighted foreigner who is not “ practical” to 
try the simple plan of “ catching your hare before skin- 
ning it,” to find some solution in the fact that so small 
a percentage of the pets of our Army have been caught 
as to render the fear of punishment too illusory to be 
a determent. Have some of our “ Students” ever 
“caught on” to the fact that no more than ten r 
cent. of those deserting have ever been caught, and that 
any one would gamble on not being the tenth man in 
doing what one has no honor or scruple to prevent? 
It is true that the sixty-dollar reward was tried in a 
really practical way for awhile, but then the drag net 
was so successful that we were embarrassed by our 
riches and the sentimentalists got in their work on the 
horror of so large a percentage of the wretches in a 
small Army being subjected to punishment for their 
crimes. I beg pardon, I should say “ offences.” Then 
it began to appear that the deserting business might 
suffer depression and, in our good country, business, 
even of a shady character, should on no account suffer. 

While the civil authorities may spend their thousands 
in pursuing and punishing their criminals, the economy 
of the Army should on no account be allowed the ex- 
travagance of paying so largely for its administration 
of justice! , 

So the pendulum swings back far beyond anything in 
the past, and we reduce the reward to ten dollars and 
so allow our deserters to go free with the blessing of a 
grateful republic—and the admonition to go and sin 
some more and invite all your fellows to do likewise. 
Such is practical business plus sentiment as it prevails 
in the Army. While not arrogating to myself the right 
to differ with the cenesnioabel wisdom exhibited in the 
practice of the Army lo! these many years, I do wish 
to call attention to the fact that the Army cannot on 
the record lay the fault or bestow the praise of such 
method on the people outside the Army in the matter 
of dealing with this question of desertion. | Though 
doubtless many civilians do look upon desertion as a 
venial offence, the American people as_ their will is ex- 
pressed in laws, has left full power to the Army officials 
to deal with the subject, have excluded the deserter 
from citizenship, have permitted the Executive Depart- 
ment to fix the penalty and the Executive Department 
has been guided by Army officials in fixing such penalty 
and have also authorized the civil officials to aid in the 
work. Therefore the law practically makes the de- 
serter a felon, and practically leaves to the military to 
fix the penalty. j ‘ 

Whenever the periodical wave of sentiment oscillates 
in favor of the deserter, it can be traced to the Army 
officials themselves as a starting point. All reasonable 
power has been confided to the Army to deal with these 
malefactors, and the failure to exercise the demon lies 
at our doors and not to the citizens, who have ex- 
pressed their will (as only as they can legally do) in the 
laws of the land. 

It seems that now when all the ear marks begin to 
appear of another wave of sentiment in favor of these 
disgraces of the service, it is a time to pause and ther 
strength to make a solid effort to cast off the burden of 
this scandal < ome mothogs Te, fume o brief 
veriod in whic ey were t proved so much more 
bffective than any of the “ coddling ” remedies. 8. N. 
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It is somewhat difficult with us to secure the where- 
‘vithal to erect statues, etc., im honor of our distin- 
guished men, but in Germany things are arranged dif- 
‘erently.

The New York “ Sun” sums up the results thus fa; 
of the war between Japan and China to show how 
insignificant the fighting has been as compared wit), 
our own experiences of war. Up to Dec. 6th, whic) 
included Ping Yang, the Japanese army had in 4qjj 
only lost 350 men killed in battle and 430 by disease. 
During our four years of war there were one hundred 
and twelve battles in which one side or the other 
fost over five hundred in killed and wounded alone. 
In the battle of Antietam the loss of a single army 
corps, the second, in killed 883, was more than doubly 
the corresponding loss of the Japanese up to the date 
of the latest statement. In fact, most encounters he. 
tween the Japanese and Chinese have been what we 
should call skirmishes. At Kinchow the Chinese had 
but 1,100 or 1,200, and lost twenty or thirty. At 
Tolien Wa 3,180 Chinese were driven out of six forts 
with a loss of fifty men. 15,000 Japanese and 1:3,000 
Chinese were, according to admiral Carpenter's re- 
port, engaged in the three days’ fighting at Port Ar. 
thur. The Japanese lost here in killed and wounded 
no more than the loss of a single regiment in some of 
the stubborn battles of our Civil war, two hundred in 
wll. Their heaviest loss appears to have been at Ping 
Yan, where the total of killed and wounded is given 
as 746 in a “series of desperate battles,” in which 
strong works were carried and from 30,000 to 34,000 
Japanese were engaged—a loss of less than two anid 
one-half per cent. At Antietam the Second Corps of 
our army lost more than one-third of its effectives, or 
S83 killed, 3,859 wounded and 396, out of a total force 
of 15,000 men. Within one week at the Wilderness 
and at Spottsylvania the Fifth Corps lost 9,612 men 
out of 25,695 present for duty, viz.: 1,144 killed, 6,265 
wounded and 2,203 missing. This shows a total loss 
of thirty-seven per cent., and the same percentage of 
loss and a portion over is shown by the records of 
the Sixth Corps in that bloody week. Together these 
two corps reported a total loss of 18,689 men out of 
19,858 engaged. Giving due credit to the Japanese 
troops, they have not thus far had any real test ol 
their quality, and there would have been a very dif- 
ferent story to tell had they encountered men who 
would stand up to such fighting as has made the 
names of the Second, the Fifth and other corps of 
our Armies of the Rebellion famous for stubborn 
fighting and heroic endurance. 


The frontispiece of the “ Illustrated American ” for 
February 9 is a fine full page likeness of Col. 
Daniel Appleton of the Seventh Regiment, N. G. & 
N. Y., who is described as “the chief military figure 
in the recent troubles in Brooklyn.” There are also 
numerous illustrations of scenes and experiences iv 
the Brooklyn trolley strike. We have also an excellent 
likeness of Capt. Edward J. McClernand, Second 
Cavalry, U. S. Army, with a biographical sketch, 
under the caption “He fought against the Indian 
Xenephon,” that is Chief Joseph. We are told by 
(ien. Miles, who is here quoted, that at the battle of 
Bear Paw Mountain, for which Captain McClernand 
received his Medal of honor, Lieut. McClernand, as 
he was then, displayed that energy, gallantry an 
ability that always merit success, and his services 
con that oceasion materially aided in the final and 
complete victory over the Nez Percés. 


“ Outing ” for February has a description by Arthur 
Inkersley of Greco-Roman games in California when 
the procession to the arena was closed by mounted lan- 
cers and four-horse chariots, driven by cavalrymen from 
the Presidio. Some military officers had promised to 
engage in equestrian combats and drive the chariots, 
and, indeed, the names of one captain and seven licu- 
tenants of the U. S. Army appeared on the programme, 
but the work was actually done by corporals and priv- 
ates. Six U. S. cavalrymen, equipped as Roman horse- 
men, with breastplates, helmets, shields and _ short 
swords, galloped into the arena and engaged in hand to 
hand combats, first in pairs and then in squads. The) 

ext appeared in tights and gave an exhibition of horse- 
manship, including wrestling on horseback. The pro 
ceedings closed with an alleged chariot race. Two lieu- 
tenants of the U. S. Army drove, and though they and 
their teams looked very well, it was impossible in 4 
space not quite 300 feet long to get up even a sem 
blance of a contest. Concerning the entertainment Mr. 
Clement Scott, dramaticcritic of the London “ Telegraph.” 
writes as follows: “I thought it one of the best ar- 
ranged and most elaborate amateur exhibitions I have 
ever seen. The chariot driving and horse contests were 
splendid, as good as anything yet devised by Barnum or 
Imre Kiralfy.”.

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WINFIELD SCOTT HANCOCK. 

No man could be better fitted than General Francis 
A. Walker to write the biography of General Han- 
cock, and the Messrs. Appleton & Co. made a wise se- 
ection in choosing him to prepare the volume upon 
Hancock for their “* Great Commander ” series. Gen- 
eral Walker’s portrait of Hancock is one that can- 
not fail to impress itself on the generation that has 
no other opportunity of knowing him. It 
concise, without any attempt at elaboration. It is 
the life of a soldier by a soldier. It has the quality 
of exciting emulation and patriotism in those who

read it, and we hope for this reason it will be 
real by the younger officers of the services. “ Han- 
cock,” says General Walker, “was not a man of 
lofty intellectuality. He had courage—fiery, enthu- 


siastie courage; positive, active, unfaltering loyalty 
to country and comrade; he hadindustry beyond meas- 
wre: the ambition that stirs to do great deeds, and be 
worthy of high promotion; above all, unrest while 
anything remained to be done.... a repugnance at 
all that was slovenly, clumsy, coarse or half made 
up.” 

These are the qualities which 
walk of life—in the civilian as well as in 
swldier. If General Hancock had not been a 
he would have been a politician, one to reckon 
the affairs of a State as well as of a nation. 

In scholarly rank he was not great, as he grad- 
uated at West Point eighteenth out of a class of twen 
ty-five. His general standing was, however, much 
better the last two years than the first two. This is 
oly another instance of the generally accepted 
theory that the high gradua‘es are not. ais a rule, the 
practical and best all round officers. As a 
cadet Hancock excelled in all military exercises, and 
showed an aptitude for the routine of the life only 
qualified by a liking for boyish escapades. He never 
hel the appointment of corporal or sergeant, and in his 
year was made a _ cadet-lieutenant, tenth in 
order of rank. In addition to his other studies he 
read, six times through, Chitty’s Blackstone, with the 
study of a law glossary. 

“The fact is,” says General Walker, “there was 
no reason why Hancock should make a mark at 
West Point.” The bigness of the plan on which he 
was eut out caused his career to be rather less than 
nore conspicuous than might have been conjectured 
from his subsequent achievements. 

Singularly enough, “ Hancock was the 
greatest hand at ‘ papers’ the Army ever knew.” He 
Was a perfect master of the Regulations, and of the 
forms of military correspondence and record. “ It is 
usual,” his biographer says, “to make flings at this 
srt of thing, and to express contempt for Regula 
tions and red tape. But it is more likely that a mill 
or factory or railroad will be well managed whose 
accounts and correspondences are always in arrears 
in confusion, in error, than that a brigade or divi- 
sion or corps will be well administered under the 
conditions.” Hancock had a talent for the 
‘puipment of expeditions, and was no mere wagon 
aster. In November, 1855, he was appointed assist- 
int-quartermaster of the Army, and assigned to duty 
in Florida. When General Harney was ordered from 
Florida to Kansas he obtained Capt. Hancock’s trans- 
fer to the same field. Here Hancock equipped the 
troops for a perilous march of eleven hundred miles. 
lle had to deal with half starved animais, broken 
own wagons, and limited supplies. The expedition 
reflected the highest credit on Capt. Hancock, the 
train arriving at Benicia in better condition than 
it started. His report to the quartermaster- 
general contains a large amount of carefully selected 
and well ordered information regarding the nature

of the country traversed, and practical routes of 
travel, with maps and tables of distances. By a for- 
tunate accident he entered the war as a Brigadier 
General of Volunteers, instead of as a quartermuste:. 
No commander was ever more carefully prepared for 
success in the field. He won a reputation at once at 
Williamsburg for knowing exactly what to do, and 
then doing it. 

Two characteristics of Hancock General Walker 
rightly lays particular stress upon. First, although 
he was a strict disciplinarian, he was incapable of 
any of those silly brutalities which a few officers of 
the regular army, who were set over volunteer regi- 
ments, and many volunteer officers who thought they 
were imitating regular army methods, practiced dur- 
ing the first year of the war. The second seems to 
us the more important of the two, and it undoubtedly 
had a great deal to do with Hancock’s ability to carry 
out his plans on the field. “ Although a ‘regular’ 
in every fibre of his being, Hancock was altogether 
destitute of that snobbishness regarding volunteers, 
which was exhibited by so many small minds, in so 
many great places, during the first year of the rebel 
lion. He recognized the fact that the war was to be 
waged by volunteers; and that. however much the 
regular army had to give to the vast masses of earn 
est soldiers swarming in from East and from West to 
the defense of the Union, it was, after all, these men 
who were to bear the heat and the burden of the 
great conflicts..... 

“ Hancock not only never sneered at volunteers, he 


did not, incredible as it may seem, even patronize 
them. He made them feel—by his evident respect. 
his hearty greeting, his warm approval of every- 


thing they did well—that he regarded them as being 
just as fully, just as truly, just as honorably soldiers 
of the United States Army as if they had belonged 
to the old Sixth Infantry.” 

Hancock was a keen He 
lutely destitute of asceticism. fond of ease and given 
to good cheer. His person was at 
and imposing. His biographer draws a very fine (but 
none the less distinct) line when he says: “ He had 
the consciousness of a fine presence, never sinking 
into dandyism, but keeping him always up to the 
mark in dress and vearing. It was impossible for 
him to degenerate into

FACTS FROM THE ARMY REGISTER. 

The table below, compiled from the New Army 
Register, reveals some interesting facts. There are 
2.133 officers on the active and 624 on the retire? 
list. Of these 1,371 came from the Military Aca 
demy and 1,130 from civil life, while only 256 are 
promotions from the ranks. All but 86 of the retired 
list saw service during the war. There are still in 
active service 17 first Lieuts. with war service, and 77 
Lieuts. retired who fought in the war, while 254 out 
of the 641 captains have war service to their credit 
Michael Moore, 2d Lieut., retired, is the only remain 
ing veteran of the war of 1812, and during the past 
year Gen. Dandy, of the Q. M. D., the last veteran of 
the Mexican war, passed from the active to the re 
tired list. There are 81 Mexican veterans on the re 
tired list, and 98 active and 205 retired officers who 
were in service prior to 1st of January, 1861. There 
are 170 entitled to be called “ General,” either from 
actual or brevet rank. On the active list in 1889 the 


numbers from yarious sources were: M. A., 1,067; 
civil life, 917; and from the army, 171. Now the num- 
bers are: M. A., 1,223; civil life, 728; and army, 182, 
which shows a rapid relative growth of academy 
graduates, with a corresponding falling off of those 
from civil life. There are still fifty officers on the ac- 
tive list of more than twenty years’ service in the 
grade they now hold, but this list is rapidly dimin- 
ishing. During the late war 128 Major Generals of 
Volunteers were commissioned; of these only 46 are 
now living. There were commissioned 550 Brig. 
Gens. of Vols., of whom no more than 200 still live.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


It is stated that the Aquidaban—now 24 de Maio—tor- 
pedoed by the Gustavo Sampaio during the Brazilian 
naval revolt, is coming to Toulon to undergo important 
alterations. 

It is understood that the Navy Department is making 
an investigation into matters connected with the dis- 
charge of workmen at the Washington Navy Yard, in 
which Lieut. Comdr. Leutze, E. H. C., is involved. 

Surg. Gen. Tryon of the Navy has distributed to all 
the Naval Hospitals and to the Naval Academy a quan- 
tity of antitoxine. Past Asst. Surg. Fred. J. B. Cordeiro, 
who is in Berlin, has been instructed to examine into 
its use there. 

The record speed of English torpedo destroyers has 
again been marked up a fracton, Messrs. ‘Thornycroft’s 
fourth vessel, the Boxer, having made 314 knots, the

mean of six measured miles run in alternate directions 
within an hour. 

A telegram from Shanghai states that the Chinese iron- 
clad Chen-Yuen, which went ashore on the rocks near 
Wei-Hai-Wei some time since, has been repaired, and 
is once more ready for sea. Ller port bilge has been 
cleverly patched for a length of over 100 ft., and she 
has been generally strengthened. 

In the official trial of her Majesty's torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Ardent the maximum revolutions for both sets 
of engines were 404.6 per minute for the starboard and 
406.7 for the port engines. The mean speed for the six 
runs was 27.8438 knots. The mean speed on the whole 
run was just on 28 knots, actually 27.971 knots, 

The administration of the German Navy has entirely 
forbidden the use of wood in the construction and equip- 
ment of war vessels, not excepting even the furniture. 
This order is due to the fact that in the battle in the 
estuary of the Yalu all the wood in the ships of war 
there engaged was at once set fire to by the shells. 

John Ericsson in his day did much to stimulate the 
interest of the Swedes in the improvement of their Navy, 
but this interest seems to be dying out. The seventeen ar- 
mored and seventy-nine unarmored vessels of the Swed- 
ish Navy are many of them out of date, but the Swed- 
ish chambers, folowing the example of our Congress, re- 
fuses to sanction the proposals of the Government for 
strengthening the fleet. 

The trial of Ensign Willard L. Dodd, U. 
resumed at Washington Navy Yard on Feb. with ar 
additional charge pending against the accused. This 
charge is “ scandalous conduct, ete.” and the specifica- 
tions state that he made a false and fraudulent state- 
ment to the Government growing out of his handling 
money for coast survey work. The trial was completed 
on Feb. 4, and the findings of the court have been trans- 
mitted to Secretary Herbert. 

The Morgan Line tug El Toro, which is fitted with the 
See Quadruple Expansion Engine, completed her first 
sear of service on Dee. 31, 184. The boat was built 
by the Newport News S. & D. D. Co., from designs of 
Mr. Horace See. Her record for the year is 351 days 
in commission, 5,342 miles run without tow, 520 
lighters towed and moored, 152 steamships docked and 
202 steamships towed in the harbor. The average daily 
consumption of coal was 1 and 1-Gth tons. The full 
pressure of steam was kept on the boilers 24 hours. 
Boilers were run for four months without opening. 

The British Navy had 1,584 officers on January 1, 
1805, and 1.922 January 1, IS70, a loss of 33S in 
twenty-five years, not including midshipmen and naval 
cadets who were not shown in 1870. Only 215 officers 
in the list of 1870 are now in the Navy, the names of 
1,707 having disappeared from it. One officer who was 
a Rear-Admiral in 1870 is now Admiral.of Fleet; of 22 
Captains 2 are Admirals of Fleet and 10 Admirals and 
10 Rear Admirals: of 28 Commanders one is a Captain, 
17 Admirals and 10 Vice-Admirals: of 94 Lieutenants 8 
are Commanders, 68 Captains and 18 Rear-Admirals; 
of 70 Sub-Lieutenants 3 are now Lieutenants, 18 Com- 
manders and 49 Captains. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department di- 
recting Commodore Sicard, of the New York Navy Yard, 
to request the return of two launches loaned New York 
City during the cholera’ scare last summer. The 
launches were of great service when the disease was at 
its height in Europe, and it became necessary for the 
Health Inspectors to closely inspect every vessel enter- 
ing the port of New York. Behind this order of the 
Department there is an interesting little story, in which 
Dr. Jenkins, ex-Health Officer of New York, is said to 
play the prominent part. These launches were loaned 
to the city authorities while Dr. Jenkins was the incum 
bent of the Health Office, and it is said they had forgotten 
all about them until he brought the subject up during 
his visit.

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EW POWER OF THE WEST. 

The proposition of the United States to offer its 
services a8 an arbiter in the Chinese-Japanese im- 
proglio surprised many who were conversant with the 
pre Bem displayed by the Administration to com- 
bine with European Powers for the purpose of ending 
the war in the Kast. 

A meagre acquaintance with the Government's policy 
in regard to the affairs of other nations would have 
prepared such for the course of events which have 
transpired, 

Nothwithstanding that in a general way European 
and American Savants and Statesmen are seldom at 
variance regarding the great principles of International 
law, there is an entire failure to harmonize when the 
doctrine of intervention, if it may be so designated, 
is under discussion. 

Europe has trained itself to dictate and meddle; 
America has preferred to mind its own business, and 
has thus avoided complications. Meanwhile it has never 
hesitated to offer its good offices when requested to do 
so by both of the warring nations. 

Europe, since the days of Vattel, has run amuck to 
preserve the balance of power, and often and often 
igain has upset the continental equilibrium by its 
oflicious interferences. America has been spared un- 
told evils simply because it has adhered closely to the 
maxims of Washington and his illustrious successors 
in the Presidency. 

Again and again have problems presented themselves 
to the United States for solution which have tempted 
and tried the great men of affairs who have in turn held 
the State portfolio. 

(Complications with France, our early ally and friend, 
in spite of the wise counsels of such of the framers 
of the Constitution as continued to serve the people 
during the early years of the present century, almost 
ended in disaster, while the question of the slave trade, 
of the independence of the Spanish-American colonies, 
of Hungary and of Greece in time presented new perils. 

Fortunately the nation was not without servants 
of the most vigorous type of mind; men of wide reading 
and experience—Webster, Everett, Seward and _ their 
like. With such masters of statescraft at the helm 
a National policy crystallized aud became, let us 
hope, permanent. Live and let live was their motto, 
and, as a matter of consequence, it has become the 
country’s heritage. Fortunately the diplomacy, which 
has thus been enceuraged, defers always to the known 
dietums of International law, and has doubly armed 
our Ministers. As a consequence, apprised of the fact 
that England, Russia, France and Germany, or certain 
of the nations in question, had requested the United 
States to join with them in considering the feasibility 
ofan interference, and cognizant also of the unwilling- 
ess of the present Administration to lend its support 
ty any such scheme, Japan has shown herself ap- 
preciative, 

For when in the due course of time Mr. Gresham 
for the President expressed the concern of the United 
States over the unfortunate state of affairs in the 
ast, and intimated that the United States stood ready 
, offer its services in bringing about an understanding, 
the reply of our next big neighbor to the west was 
courteous in the extreme. This is as it should be, and 
- a powerful example of the truth that right sometimes 
makes might. 

As a matter of fact, the European Nations have prob- 
bly overleaped the mark. Their foreign oftices, la- 
mentable though it be, are certainly inclined to con- 
der policy more than law, and hence make some sad 
itistakes. Whatever Uncle Sam's motives, he is sure 
to make friends, when he comes out strong, both feet 
firmly set, on some such doctrine as free goods, free 
ships; champions the rights of neutrals, or, as in the 
resent instance, 5 oll 2 that he has either right or 
desire to intervene in the affairs of a foreign State.

But, inasmuch, they continue, 
as the success of their Army and Navy has from the 
first been unvarying and unbroken, they believe that 
vertures for peace should be initiated by China. Any 
ommunication on this score, it is suggested, might very 
properly be made through the representatives of the 
United States in China and Japan, who also represent 
the interests of the citizens of the other country at his 
post.”” 

The correspondence, it is asserted, contained no di- 
reet offer of -mediation, and that, therefore, there could 
have been no rejection of it. The condition in which 
the matter is left, it is said, is particularly gratifying 
to Japan; for now, in case of any emergency or 
exigency arising, which would make it desirable for 
her to do se, she can confidently ask for the interven- 
tion of the United States. 

Unless some sad mistake is made, the correspondence 
noted argues well for the United States. In a remark4 
thly clear-headed manner the Government has shown 
' most friendly disposition toward China without in- 
censing the latter’s vigorous neighbor. In any event, 
therefore, the American States are bound to reap a 
rich harvest. China humbled, defeated, with her very 
autonomy imperiled since the taking of Vort Arthur, 
s bound to look * this country for counsel in her 
predicament, while Japan, wary of what Europe may 
desire to dictate in some Berlin council, will be very

much inclined to bind more closely her friendly rela- 
tions with the people whom she has imitated in sv 
many ways. The latter's country’s diplomatic course 


during the coming years will be a hard one to steer. 


If her vietorious army has won the respect of the 
Powers, it has at the same time excited their appre- 
hensions. Note the great Russian and English squad- 


rons of observation that are patrolling the Gulf of 
Pechili, if there is doubt of this. Viadivostock on the 
north, Hong-Kong on the south may at any moment 
become hostile perts from which the navies of Rose- 
bery and M. de Giers shall issue. All this is appreci- 
ated by the “Flowery Kingdom.” whose intelligent 
Ministry have their eyes open to the fact that France 
is singularly interested in developing her expensive 
conquests in Tonquin, and rather hopes to bind Russia 
more closely in alliance by such an adjustment as shall 
open highways of commerce between her colony and 
Siberia: that England is ambitious of acquiring terri- 
tory anywhere, especially if it abuts upon her Indian 
Empire, and that Russia has designs upon Northern 
China. With such conditions existent, how can they 
expect to avoid all the miseries and complications which 


are forced upon the Nations of Continental Europe? 
Able though they may be, and fitted to play a role more 
conspicuous than have certain of the Balkan States and 
Afghanistan during recent years, it nevertheless seems 
probable that their position is bound to bring upon them 
many of the complications which have surrounded the 
petty principalities in question. Therefore, it is the 
more necessary that the helm of State be kept the 
more firmly in hand during thesé critical days when a 
false move will be disastrous. If they dared, it is prob- 
able that the Japanese Cabinet would issue a declaration 
similar to that of Mr. Monroe’s in the time when Eu- 
rope showed a strong inclination to meddle with the 
South American States, either in the form of a circulap 
note or in a message to the Parliamentary body. 

But unhappily Japan is not so isolated as was our 
country during the days when the Monroe doctrine 
had its inception. India and Siberia are in close union 
with the central offices of the great Governments, of 
Which they form a part, and such a protest might serve 
no further end than exciting antagonism. Meanwhile 
the fact that the United States is the great expounder 
of a doctrine of the sovereignty and independence of 
States, naturally will cause the plucky Island Kingdom 
to look eastward across the Pacific for sympathy, if not 
for active co-operation. 

Thus future policy aside from present recognition 
of courtesy should make Yankeedom popular in Chrys- 
anthemum Land. But again; a noted treaty has just 
leen completed between this country and Japan. From 
the time when they were first brought into some sort 
of line with nations of Christendom, until the present, 
the Mikado’s people have been looked upon as semi- 
barbarous; at least as far as legal favor has been con- 
cerned, Therefore being classed in the same cate- 
gory with nations whidh have made no appreciable 
advance toward civilization, Japan has had by treaty 
to turn over the administration of criminal affairs, as 
far as foreigners were concerned, to such consuls as 
the various nationalities have had resident in her ports. 
Murder, robbery and arson have not been punishable, 
however, execrable the outrage, until the representative 
of an alien people, himself a countryman of the criminal, 
has passed upon the case. Thus in spite of her railways 
and improvements, her rapid strides in the mastery of 
the rules of law and Christianity, and her enlightened 
scholars and publicists, the nation has been continually 
humiliated. That this condition could not last, states- 
men have foreseen, but the United States alone has 
acted, and a treaty we are assured is now signed and 
ready for the consideration of the Senate, which ac- 
cords to Japan the right to manage her courts in her 
own way, valuable privileges in the matter of new 
channels of trade being accorded thereby and nothing 
being lost. As a consequence, had no other courtesies 
been exchanged, it is not to be doubted that the Ameri- 
can people would stand high in the esteem of the war- 
like state which is at present compelling overtures of 
peace from the most populous nationality in the world. 

But what, after all, is the advantage to be culled 
for us from conditions which are following a most 
satisfactory exhibition of American statesmanship? 

Two, at least—trade with Japan must make great 
strides if the governing classes in that country are 
favorably disposed to us, and trade with Japan, that 
nation being dominant across the Pacific, means trade 
with China, for unless Europe forms an alliance to 
humble the victorious armies of the Kingdom, Japan 
will be sure to compel a general unlocking of ports long 
closed to commerce and trade. 

Any one who has ready the quaintly- -phrased mani- 
festoes of the Armies and VDarliament of Japan will 
feel assured of this. Never has a hostile been so vigor- 
ously assailed with invective for its slowness and 
stupidity. 

Both of these nations want our wares! Russia will 
cusraver in coming years to compete with her trans- 

Caspian Railroad, ‘and England will continue to liurry 
her manufactures across Canada and through the In- 
dian Ocean, but neither will compare favorably with 
the United States, if once the latter finds it profitable 
to trade with its western neighbors. What is to 
hinder VDekin from becoming a distributing centre; 
Tokio a vast hive of jobbing houses, which will buy 
in America and sell beyond the limits of the great 
walb? 

But again; not only shall we have a new opening 
for our textures and our food stuffs, but we shall have 
a sturdy nationality across seas, viewing suspiciously 
the encroachments of the only powers that can ever 
cause the Government at Washington the least un- 
easiness, Not that we need an ally: we should not 
have to look for such. Either the Triple or the Russo- 
Franco Alliance would welcome any overtures from 
the Republic, or, indeed, would take the initiative, were 
our policy not well known. But, not caring for such, 
there is, nevertheless, solid comfort, in knowing that 
there is a formidable watch-dog at the back gate. 
whose temper toward Europe is not the sweetest, and 
which would probably find it advantageous to act in 
concert with the American people, should the nations 
across the Orient see fit to dictate in the VPacifie a 
policy which was ungenerous and despotic. 

Would it not be singular if the day should soon 
be heralded in when America and Asia should cry halt 
to Europe, and as the champions of the Integrity of 
States should intimate that the doctrine of “non-in- 
terference” must hereafter be given a leading place in 
tones of International law?

CONGRESS. 

The Senate on Wednesday passed the bill which had 
already passed the House, authorizing appointments of 
Naval Cadets from Districts not now represented by 
residents of the Districts. 

The House of Representatives on Saturday last 
passed the Senate joint resolution to revive the grade 
of Lieutenant-General in the Army. Mr. Outhwaite 
offered an amendment from the Committee on Military 
Affairs proposing to make the grade permanent. The 
opposition to this was so strong, however, that he with- 
drew it. The President approved the resolution on 
Wednesday, and the same day sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Gen. Schofield. 

The Populists in Congress are seeking, apparently. 
to compel the Government to take possession of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, under a foreclosure of mort- 
gage, with a view to carrying out their ideas of national- 
izing the railroads. Theoretically, the scheme has its 
merits, but how it would work in practice in this coun- 
try depends upon circumstances. The advocates of a 
ier scheme in England estimate that $200,000,000 
could be saved annually by nationalizing the railroads 
of Great Britain. 

The project of placing the civil foree of the Army 
under civil service rules is still in process of ineuba- 
tion at the War Department. Assistant Secretary of 
War Doe is preparing a statement on the number of 
civil employes and the advantages of their being under 





civil service rules, which he will shortly submit to the 
Secretary for his information. Col. Lamont is known 
to be in favor of this project, and the probabilities are 
that one of the acts of the President within the next 
few months will be the adoption of this plan.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


(From Our Special Correspondent.) 
THE NATIONAL GUARD AND THE RIOTERS IN 
BROOKLYN. 


An ex-general oflicer of volunteers of national reputa- 
tipn, in commenting on the action of the Militia last 
week in Brooklyn, and specially referring to the case 
of the man who was killed by the 7th New York, said 
to me: “The Regulars would never have killed that 
man.” As the case is understood now, the man who was 
shot was drunk, practically isolated, being neither a 
leader of the mob nor accompanied by any considerable 
portion of it. Under such circumstances he should have 
been taken prisoner, and, if obstreperous, sagged and 
taken to a place of secure confinement. That is the way 
regular soldiers would have performed their duty under 
the circumstances as stated. 

“It is a singular commentary on the calling out of the 
Militia to suppress this last riot that only two men are 
known to have been killed by the Militia, one by the 
7th and one by the 13th, in widely separated parts of 
the city, and that neither one of them can be positively 
proved to have been a rioter.” 

Another ex-volunteer officer, who like the other had 
four years of active war experience, said to me: “We 
think the 7th Regt. lost the opportunity of its life in 
not killing some of the rioters who attacked them so 
savagely at Halsey street station on the night of their 
vrrival, Maj. Kip was wounded by a stone thrown by 
2 murderous ruftian, and one young man of the 7th is 
still very ill with a broken head, not to mention others 
of the regiment who were injured, and the 7th has 
nothing to show for it.’ 

The 23d Regt. appears to have distinguished itself in 
being without its supplies for several days, but in other 
respects it did its duty as well as the other regiments. 

I have heard much comment on the long, hard march, 
made without a rest, by the 7th Regt.. from the City 
Hall to its armory on the corner of 66th street and 4th 
avenue. That was too severe a strain on men who had 
been undergoing the severe strain they had undergone 
for the previous week—nearly every night on guard 
and frequently turned ont at night in response to alarms. 
Loaded down with their accoutrements and heavy 
marching kit. they performed the march, of course: their 
pride made them do that. Sut if inouiry is made it will 
be learned that quite a pumber of that regiment went 
“on sick report” at home as soon as released from duty 
with their regiment. 

There is one word more to be said about this riot. 
There was nothing of Anarchy or Socialism about it. 
The men who were rioters, and all those captured, will 
be found to belong to one country, which does not sup- 
ply Anarchists, but can be always surely depended upon 
to furnish all the men wanted fer ar uprising against 
authority—for a contempt of the “bobbies” or “cops,” as 
we call them— and whose war cry is: “Wherever you 
see a head hit it.” 

It is not likely that the troops will soon be required 
again, because the ruffianlvy element has been only 
trifled with: the authorities have been on the defensive 
oll the time. There are even members of the National 
(iiard as well as members of the police who are. it is 
thought by many, afraid to iajure one of these brutal 
scoendrels, because they will run the risk of being hauled 
up before a Justice of the Peace of the same nation- 
nlitvy as the rioters, and therefore bound to take his, the 
rioter’s side, in the case. Such is the talk that one hears 
on the street. 

Meanwhile the violence 6f the rioters still continues, and 
there is no doubt that there is a considerable and a vicious 
sympathy with the rieters in ovarters where it is 
dangerous for the security of society for such sympathy 
to exist. There are a great many men in some of the 
Militia regiments who are union men, and it can hardly 
he doubted that they pot only svmpathize with the 
rioters, but will not in the hour of conflict fire to kill: 
end this, net because the rioters are rioters, but because 
they are strikers as well, ond union men. In one com- 
many alone, of the l4th Reet.. have been told that 
there are but seven men who are pot union men. Is 
it werth while to pay. feed and clothe a foree so com- 
posed, engaged in a conflict. a very serious conflict. with 
mien men committing violence on the lives and prop- 
erty, not only of the citizens, but the guardians of the 
prctiece ? 

At this moment there are many of the National Guard 
iv bed il from exposure on duty. One Captain bas died 
from pneumonia, one yvoune euardsman is in the hos- 
pital with a fractured skull. from which he mav never 
recover, and a score or more of the Militia are limping 
around from the effects of wounds inflicted by stones 
ond other missiles burled at them by the rioters. And 
yre any of the rioters hurt? Not to any great extent. 
Bet on Monday these insolent ruffians assembled en 
masse. and presented 2 petition to the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council to have the railroad charters revoked, and. 
os they sav, they mean te compel the Mavor and Conncil 
te grant the petition. The Council has already vielded, 
hot even were the Mayor to indorse their action it would 
have no effect. as the matter is beyond the province of 
the city authorities. 

It is also said that some of the police sympathize with 
the rioters bheeause they are fellow countrymen, of 
the same origins! nationality. 

Rot it is not these people alone who sympathize with 
the strikers. One evening last week I wes a ruest at 
4“ erowded, fashionable entertainment. There T met a 
Indy well known in the world for her literary tastes 
snd benevolence. Tn a eonversation with ber T hannened 
to mention thet a few snirited vollevs of ball cenartridges 
wronld settle in five minutes this insurrection against 
which is disgracing the citv of Brookivn 
Hor reply wes in substance this: “LT sympathize with the 
strikers. ' do not believe in violent remedies. Let us 
temnorize,””

u large railroad strike occurred within the past year, 
during which the strikers carefully abstained from any 
act of destruction or violence which-would necessitate 
calling upon the National Guard of the State of New 
York for protection, is sufficient evidence of the fact 
that disorderly persons had learned that the State pos- 
sessed a force sufficiently strong to restrain them, and 
that the authorities would use that force in the preserva- 
tion of good order.” *On the occasion of the riot in Os- 
wego, June 16, 1894, Capt. Hall, 48th Separate Co., had 
one of his platoons of fifty men, under Lieut. Taft, on 
the ground in rear of the rush in half an hour from the 
call for service, and in two hours and a half 88 men, 
fully equipped, were on the scene. Every member of 
the company except one, who was absent from the 
State, reported for duty, and the value of the property 
saved, $800,000, during the week of service would cover 
the expenses to the State of the entire National Guard 
for a long time. The moral effect of such an exhi- 
bition of force for the protection of society from riot 
cannot, however. be estimated. Capt. Hardin says: 

The action of the 48th Co. on this occasion is worthy 
of all praise. Not a shot was fired by the troops, nor 
was there any disorder or bad conduct on their part, 
and it is pleasant to be able to record that the com 
pany received the commendation not only of their sup 
erior officers and the people whose property was pro- 
tected, but also of the entire community, and that they 
stand higher in the estimation of every one for an un- 
selfish and noble performance of a disagreeable duty. 
This duty was at their own home, among their own 
acquaintances, yet not for a moment did these men hesi- 
tate to perform it.”

CAVALRY TROOP FOR BROOKLYN. 


Efforts are being made to organize a troop of cavalry 
in Brooklyn. and in this connection it has been stated that 
the late Adjintant General Porter refused former applica- 
tions to muster in cavalry on the ground that they were 
too expensive. Now, the fact of the matter is. that Gen 
Porter did refuse to indorse the muster in of additional 
eavalry, but for the very good reason that there was not 
sufficient evidence that the pronosed organization wonld 
he sufficiently efficient to warrant the expenditure. Gen. 
Porter had no use for a comnanv of dudes, whose princinal 
ohiect was to nearade in uniform at the expense of the 
State. It would be a waste of money to form a troon of 
cavalry, unless an efficer of the right character conld be 
secnred to command it. Cavalry is the most expensive 
ereanization in the service, and the most nseless when 
not well handled. We hope that Gen. MeAlnin will con- 
sider carefully any anniications for the formation of a 
new cavalry troon, nntil it ean be assured that it will 
have a cavalry officer who can properlv train it. Troon 
\ has made for itself an enviable record. but not withont 
many sacrifices and much hard work. and its C. 0., Cant. 
toe. an ex-cavalry officer of the Army. is a man among 
many. It is not every enavalry troop that can prove its 
worth as Troon A has done. If Brooklyn can give us its 
mateh let us have ft.

CONNECTICUT. 
Bradley, of Connecticut, in his annual report for 


Adjt. Gen. 
the year 1894, announces the strength of the State troops 
to be 2,854 officers and men. Among other things Gen 
Bradley says: The law should be so amended as to bring 
the Governor’s Foot Guards directly under the governmen; 
of the regularly constituted military- departments of the 
state, and the companies of Horse Guards should be or 
ganized, uniformed, equipped and maneuvered as troops of 
cavalry, both being allowed the same maximum member. 
ship,-and annually encamping at the same time, and acting 
in concert with the brigade of Connecticut National Guard, 
The first division of Naval Militia is now in good shape as 
couaee uniforms, arms and equipments, and is well offi. 
cered, 

Interstate and government signal trials, in which volun. 
teers from the ist and 3d sections of our Brigade Signa) 
Corps participated, were held in July of last year, to see 
if the Army, Navy, National Guard and Naval Militia could 
co-operate in transmitting messages from a fleet in Block 
Island Sound to the mainland. Six organizations took part, 
none having ever before been in communication with the 
others. Seventeen messages of a belligerant character, such 
as might be used in case of a naval battle, were quickly and 
correctly transmitted between the fleet and the mainiand 
through these stations. In conclusion Gen. Bradley says: 
“The ‘esprit de corps’ of our military organization is ex- 
cellent. Good work, with correspondingly good results, can 
confidently be expected from _ it. Longer experience 
simply confirms my opinion of last year that no national 
guard in this union is composed of better officers and mien 
than that of Connecticut.’ 

Brig.-Gen. Haven, in his annual report to the Adjutant 
General, speaking of the work of the brigade at camp, 
says: “The discipline of the brigade at drill or duty is aj) 
that could be desired. Off duty the Colonels, with one ex 
ception, seem to have little control of their commands, | 
found it necessary to call attention of Colonels to noise in 
their regiments, which they evidently did not hear, but 
which could be plainly heard across the field. The only 
excuse offered for noisy nights after taps was that em- 
ployees of caterers and visitors were responsible for it, 
and in several cases newspaper men, who so freely criti 
cise, took a prominent part."’ In connection with procur 
ing a new arm for the State Gen. Haven suggests that the 
legislature be asked to appropriate sufficient money to arm 
the brigade with the new Winchester, thirty calibre, gun 
“which,” says the General, “are much better than anything 
the army has so far, and gives us a distinctly Connecticut 
arm."’ The General recommends that the standard army 
field-oven be issued to each company in the brigade, and 
that the army ration in future be issued.

Adjt. Gen. Dalton announces under date of Feb. 2 that 
armory inspections will take plaice between Feb. 1 and May 
1, ISM. Assistant Inspectors will visit their assignments on 
regular drill nights, as far as possible, giving one week's 
notice to company commanders; also the same notice to 
regimental commanders and commanders of cadet corps, 
artillery, cavalry and naval brigade. All companies at these 
inspections will be paraded in fatigue uniform, with cam 
puign hats, haversacks and mess kits. Inspectors will re- 
port on armory accommodations and the manner of the dis 
charge of duty by armorers or janitors, inetticient officers, 
books of the commands, and ascertain if properly kept, and 
that the files of orders are complete. The inspection will be 
rigid as to the administration of affairs in commands, at 
tention to duties by officers and men, what has been done 
in the matter of emergency ration, and if the alarm lists are 
complete. 

Inspector General of Rifle Practice Hall has decided that 
the target season for 1895 will close on Oct. 31 next, and 
that in the practice either the U. 8S.

Thy 
Cruard has been thoroughly reorganized during the past yeur, 
and Gen. Fite believes it to be in better condition than 
it has ever been before. An ample supply of tents, can 
teens, haversacks, rubber pouches, bed sacks. knives, forks, 
spoons, cooking utensils, mess furniture, and clothing have 
been procured from the U. S. Government, from the a 
nual allotment due the State. 

The law requiring bonds for State property had net 
heen enforced; to-day every officer in the State, responsible 
for State military property, has been placed under bond 
No system of reports or returns of State property had 
been made; proper blanks are now furnished each or 
ganization and property returns are made regularly. “At 
the commencement of this administration,” says Gen. Fite. 
“T found the National Guard in a very poor condition, wit! 
scarcely any organization complete. The State property 
was scattered, loaned ont, and some of it in the hands of 
unauthorized parties. Companies had been disbanded an: 
the State property misused, abandoned and scattered. | 
had an officer detailed for three months to pick up aml 
gather together the scattered property.’ 

The value of the articles collected amounted to over $12. 
0. At the time Gen. Fite took office only four companies 
in the State, it is said, were in any condition for service 
There are nine universities, colleges, and academies in the 
State where military instruction is given cadets, and three 
of the colleges have military aunonEnteS detailed by the 
War Department. 

It is recommended that $8,000 be appropriated for the 
maintenance of the National Guard; that a special appro- 
priation be made for an encampment, and that the law 
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requiring enlistments for one year be amended to require 
enlistments for two years. The expense incurred by reason 
of the troops being ordered out on active service from 
Jan. 1, 1893, to Dec. 31, 1894, was $80,034.18. A permanent 
force of State troops had to be maintained at Coal ¢ reek 
and Big Mountain, from Jan. 16 to Oct. 13, 1893. Target 
practice has been generally carried out the past year. Pt 
desire to state,” said Gen. Fite, ‘“‘that Capt. Henry C.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


In a letter transmitting his Consolidated Report of 
Schools, and which appears in the annual report of 
the Department of the Columbia, Maj. George 58. 
Wilson, Asst. Adjt. Gen., U. 8. A., says: 


The law and regulations governing schocls seem to be car- 
ried out by officers in control to the extent of facilities at 
hind. At the same time, but few officers do so with other 
interest in the duty than a soldierly feeling that orders and 
regulations should be faithfully executed regardless of per- 
sonal opinion as to the utility of the work in hand. But a 
vely small —_——— of officers who serve with troops are 
of opinion that compulsory education of enlisted men, how- 
ever well conducted, results in good to the service. On the 
contrary, many believe that it results in harm. Enlisted 
men look upon it with indifference or disfavor. In answer 
to the question: ‘‘ Do recruits manifest an interest in the 
school, or do they try to evade it ?”’ a company commander 
says: “A few of them manifest an interest. Some feel 
that they are being treated like children, and others are 
ushamed to go to school.”’ This reply fairly represents the 
feeling of the enlisted men, but is expressed in milder lan- 
guage than is used by most company commanders in answer 
to the same question. While this view of the subject may, 
especially on the part of officers, be somewhat influenced by 
the vexations incident to administration of school work, 
lack of faith in the intrinsic value of compulsory education 
in the army is its solid basis. 

The maxim that the more intelligent the soldiers, the bet- 
ter the army, is undoubtedly true. But the maxim finds its 
true application to a people and an army drawn from that 
people, and does not logically, nor need not practically ap- 
ply to we individual of an army. Moral courage and 
force, and the power of cohesion under difficulties are the 
chief qualities imparted to an army by intelligence; to 
which may be added a better compliance with discipline, 
and a better appreciation and practical working out of, the 
designs of the commander. In these respects an army takes 
character from its great majority, and is not affected by in- 
dividual exceptions. 

Of the men individually, it is essential to efficiency that 
each organization contain a large majority who are pos- 
sessed of education to a greater or less degree; and, under 
present and prospective conditions the ranks are, and will 
cotinue to be, filled with such men. The raw material that 
comes into the ranks of the army is of as good a quality as 
could properly be desired. What is needed to transform 
this raw material into splendid soldiers is rigid discipline 
and proper instruction in purely military duties. Compulsory 
education should begin, be confined to, and end with those 
duties. Administration should be on the theory that sol- 
Jdiers are in the army solely for the good of the army and 
the country, and not that the military establishment is main 
tained on mutual benefit principles. Not only should ad- 
ministration be in line with that theory, but it is impor- 
tant to the maintenance of the character which our little 
army should bear, considering its object in relation to war 
and the great body of citizen soldiery, that the theory itself 
should be recognized. Compulsory education was intro 
duced into the army along with paternal measures—such as 
retained pay—as a tentative antidote for desertion and other 
evils. It has failed of successful application, failed to 
benefit the service, and failed to benefit the individual man 
on whom it has been foreed against his will. Even did it 
benefit the man, if it failed to make him a better soldier 
it should have no place in our small army which should be 
kept as a model of military excellence into whose ranks no 
man is forced to enter. If the army trains well its soldiers 
in purely military matters it will inculcate good morals, 
and can afford those desiring it an opportunity for self im- 
provement, and can turn hack to society its discharged men 
better fitted for good citizenship than they were when they 
entered it. No other moral obligation rests on the army in 
the premises. 

It seems a paradox to say that a republican form of goy- 
ernment of a people of the highest type of civilization and 
enlightenment, such as ours, should maintain in its standing 
army the most despotic discipline and the widest space be- 
tween its officers and men known to military bodies—with 
the proviso that law and regulations, and not the whim of 
the commanding officer, be the despot—yet, the proposition 
is a logical deduction from a study of inherent conditions 
and easy of demonstration. In such a military establish 
ment everything must be for the army, nothing for the in 
dividual. By this it is not meant that we should go back to 
the methods of the “ knock down and drag out sergeant ’ 
and the buck and gag. Those relics of the past are happily 
gone forever and officers must accept the fact and in a 
vreat measure substitute in their place moral force. And it 
is a necessary condition for the successful application of 
this new force that the wants and needs of the men be 
serupulously and intelligently administered to, and in ful 
filling this condition good schools for the voluntary attend 
ance of all who wish their benefit should find a place 
Schools on such a basis would be in line with the theory of 
‘everything for the army, nothing for the individual,”’ and 
the benefit to the man would be an incident, not an object 

of his service, but nevertheless a benefit. 





ARMY OFFICERS FOR CIVILIAN DUTY. 


Maj. C. b. Throckmorton, U. 8. A., retired, has ceased

Maj. C. B. Throckmorton. 

Sir—You are hereby dismissed from your position as 
Assistant Superintendent of the Department ef Street 
Cleaning, on evidence satisfactory to me that you have 
been guilty of neglect of duty, in that you have not 
maintained a proper supply and condition of harness and 
carts for the uninterrupted work of the department, there 
having been over sixty carts unfit for use when I took 
the direction of this department, which it was your duty 
to have kept, you having control of ample facilities for 
so doing; that you permitted the continued use of stable 
“G,” after you had reported it as unfit for use, and when 
its condition was such that any man having a knowledge 
of horses and being responsible for them should have 
been unremitting in his efforts to remove the horses 
from dangerous portions of said stable; and for incapac- 
ity, in that you have permitted positions among the 
employees to be occupied by men whom a capable man 
in your position would have known to be entirely unfit 
tor the duties of those places. 

You are also incapacitated by the finding of a court 
martial convened pursuant to special orders 271, Nov. 
~0, 1891, of which Col. Elwell S. Otis, 20th Inf., was 
president, and Lieut. Col. Thomas F. Barr, judge advo- 
cate, from holding a position in which you would have 
the control of property interests for which I am respon- 
sible.

NAVY YARD SHIPS. 

The Washington correspondent to the 
Eagle” says: 

Charles Cramp, the shipbuilder, was at the Capitol to- 
day. Speaking of the figures recently furnished to Chair- 
man Sayers of the Appropriations Commmittee in re- 
gard to the excessive cost of building ships at the Goy- 
ernment yards, he said: ‘The greater cost of ships in 
navy yards is due not to the faults of persons, but to a 
system. I am really surprised that the Raleigh and the 
Cincinnati did not cost more than they did. The dis- 
advantages of ship building at the Brooklyn and other 
Government yards are due partly to politics and partly 
te militarism. The element in politics prevents efficient. 
or at least economical, organization of the forces of 
labor, while the element of militarism introduces an 
infinity of red tape, questions of rank, etiquette, and 
vexatious formalities which are necessarily fatal to man- 
ufacturing enterprise. There is a military commandant 
at every navy yard. But the most important person in 
my estimation is the naval constructor. While this 
naval constructor is the most important person, he 1s 
still not only subordinate to the military commandant, 
hut he is at least only equal to other officers represent- 
ing other bureaus, whose duties and responsibilities are 
far less important than his. 

“The result must be a disjointed, disconnected or- 
ganization. The constructor, being the most important 
person, has as a rule, in the past, asserted himself. But 
whatever may be his attitude he can never practically 
overcome the difficulties. His efforts to do so have 
always produced jealousy, and on one memorable occa- 
sion actual conflict. When a ship of the navy was 
lnunched at the old Philadelphia Navy Yard nearly sixty 
years ago, a pitched battle occurred between Com, 
Barron and Naval Constructor Humphreys, growing out 
of the jealousies, in which canes and umbrellas were 
freely used. ‘That was an unusual incident, but strik- 
ingly illustrated the system as it was in early days, and 
in substance it has not changed much since, though per- 
haps the manners of individuals have.”
